justify the holdity of elections among 
the people. [am not at all sure that we

attempting to prepare the Pilipinas for 
atlf-gavernment and to train them in 
actual self-government a% fur 25 it was 
possible consistent with the maintenance 
of inw and order and a decent conduct of 
affairs. 

In my opening address before the sAs- 
sembly F reiterated my conviction that it 
would take a long time, a generation oF 
more. ta prepare the Filipinos for self- 
fovernment, and that, of course, did not 
sunt the politicians who were gathered 
before me. Lt wis most interesting, how- 
ever, to revisit the Islands and to see 
how projects begun ax or eight years be- 
fore were completed anid were proving. to 
be useful, as we had hoped they would be.

DOUDTS AND DEFFICULTIAS AT PANAMA 


The question was, What roles shold 
govern the importation of goods from 
the #one nto Panama and from Panama 
into the Zone? The Republic needed an 
income, Tt had to raise this interme liv 
taxation, We began with a mistaken 
order to put into operation in the Zone 
the Dingley bill, which would make corn- 
merce between the Zone and the Republic, 
septate) by streets only; imprssible.

We were close to the Republic, were 
much interested. in her welfare and th the 
peace and good order that was moin- 
tained by her, and it was of high im- 
portance to retain the cooperation of her 
autherities m the great work which we 
were attempting. We had te introduce 
a population af some 40,000 or $0,000 
people into the Zone, and the problems of 
living peaceably with ont neighbors in 
view of that population were acute. 
Therefore, with my companions T con- 


dicted! a negotiation that resulted in what 
we called a modes witendi, and 1 believe 
that the mam features of that modus 
rireendi ace still in force. 

At that time there was great agitation 
over the Panna Canal; there was wreat 
pressure to have the dirt begin to fly: 
there were many omockraking article con- 
cerning the conditions; there was: real 
danger of yellow feyer—indeed, it was 
an the [sthims—and there were quite a 
nmamber of victims, so that it became im- 
portant first to settle the hasts of our 
close living with our neighbors. 

The modes wiendi was attacked in the 
senate. Lt was supposed to be full of all 
sorts of wrong, and one of the maim 
grotids bor impeaching: tt wus thar tt 
was a treaty with a fortien poveriinretit 
in Which the Senate had not concurred. 
As it has, however, served the purpose, 
! think we may say that those who took 
part in it have been ymdicated. 


SECURING A LOCK CANAL 


When | first went over the canal it 
did net look much tke a canol, and the 
prospect of tts construction was by no 
means a clear ane. We then thoight that 
we ought to havea sea-level canal. We 
invited distinguished foreign engineers to 
form o board with our leading Amencan 
engineers; and they advised by a majority 
that we have a sea-level canal. The 
minority, allof them American envineers, 
ailvised that we have a lock canal, fuel 
we ultimately accepted their recommen- 
Chativin. 

lt was ad most fortunate decision on the 
part of the atmintstration: [i we had 
attempted a: sea-level canal, | don't say 
that we could not have built it, but | de 
say it would have been so expensive and 
oy long im construction that it would have 
berome a bore ta the whole American 
people, and that the differerice in the twei 
cinals as instriments of commerce 1s so 
mall that the aulsditional expense and tic- 
ditional time would far outweigh the ad- 
vantage of a sea-level conal, if it hod any, 

It is curious how issues that seemed tio 
have had the utmost importance disap- 
pear from pwhlie ken, and | presume 
that many of these who hear me now 
will fail to remember the very heated dis- 
etrssions: that were had over the type of 
the canal. The situation in respect to 
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the adoptin of the plan was certtical. 
President Roosevelt and | had reached a 
decided conviction that we ought ta have 
the lock cunal, and we were oonfirmeil in 
this by the earnest views of Ar. Stevens, 
the engineer, 

It was within the executive power to 
determine the tepe of the canal, bur tt 
wus. 80 important a matter and affected 
soo much the amemtoof money to he ex- 
pended that Mr. Roosevelt was unwilling 
to assume the responsibilty without hay- 
img his dtcsin supported by congres- 
Sion! actin, 


We were greatly trovhled by the fact. 


that Senater Kittredge, the head of the 
Canal Committee, had convinced himseli 
that the sea-level canal was the necessary 
soliton, and that he bad pledged so many 
Senators to his view that it looked as if 
he wold carry the Senate casily when 
the issue arose; lat the President and | 
took viedrous hold of the mutter. 

Seritor Kaiox, who was oom the com- 
mittee, prepared=a careful and convincing 
specch in faver of the lock type. T acted 
ns parliamentary whip. on that purticuinr 
iss and tried to indiwee as many Sen- 
ators 24 pissible to retreat from the as- 
surmnecs they had given to Senator Kit- 
tree; bot, of course, the great power 
that brought us yietory was the direct 
nfloence ai President Roosevelt. ‘We 
hear a good deal to-day about the over- 
eTown, executive power, but there. were. 
“brave min before Agameninon.” 

The. result wis that in the Senate we 
carried the resolution for the lock canal, 
und through the very great assistance of 
4 speech by the then Representative Bur- 
Ton, whose views apm navigation frk- 
ters were of the highest authority in the 
Howse, we secured the concurrence of 
the Howse tn the same resolution, But ae 
one will ever lmow, excerpt those who 
were engage, how. close the fight was 
and how uncertain the result. 

I need not: dweil on the present aspect 
of the canal, ay many have seen it ane 
are familiar with it. I cin only say that 
the aspect of affairs was very consider 
ably ditferent when T went for my seoond 
visit ta stay with Governor Magoon in 
a house built in the prounds af the Ancon 
Hospital, sitiate:d) immediately opposite 
the utilertaking establishment where the 
coffins were placed and the bodies de-

liveradl of those who were victims of 
yellow fever, [t was not a pleasant ptos- 
pect, in more senses than one, for Gov 
ermor Magoon and his gwests. 

Yeur after year as | visited the canal, 
antl especially after the Army engmeers 
nssitmed oouttol, the growth oi the 
project and the development of the work 
made the progress visible and inspired 
an intense desire tu See how it-all would 
work ont. 

Colonel Goethals sanl to me on ome 
occasiin, “Twant as many people as passsi- 
lle to conve here before we biald the canal 
in. order that we may bhaye witnesses, 
mecause after we get the thing completed 
and the beek-filliny in, and the tropical 
climate will have covered everything with 
green verdure, the taxpayers af thie Gaited 
Suites when they visit the canal will wart 
tu know where that $400,000,000: went.” 


HOW GOETTIATLS WENT TO PANAMA 


And this leads me to the story ot how 
we found Colonel Goethals. Mr, Stevens, 
whese work upan the canal had been 
most useful and whose carly orgatiizn- 
tion of the forces: there shows his great 
executive ability and och contributed 
tu the stibserqient success: of the en- 
terprise, had worn out his nervous sys- 
tem, had grown discouraged with the 
eantraversies in Congress over the tyne 
of the canal and the nerve-straming is- 
sues that were constantly bringing him 
to conferences: with legislative commit- 
tes.

A BOTAN TC CARDEN OF PASCINATISG 
PLANTS 

There is something sw bit hewildering: to 
tnost people inva collection of plants such 
as one finds many Europenn botarte par- 
den, The Latin Inbels and the crowded 
Specimens are too confusing. At Opotava, 
Dion Jaan Bolinoga’s Jardin de Aclimata- 
cinn, as he calls his botanic garden, is no 
exception, ft dates back to a time when 
the iMlesion prevailed in scientific ‘circles 
that even the frost-tender plants of the 
Tropies woght be weclimnted so that they 
woukl gmiw in the chilly gardens of Hy- 
rope if only they were brought ita them 
eridnally endigh. This garden was to 
have been an importint link In the chain 
Of gardens reaching trom the Tropics to 
the Arctic Circle; luta century has proved 
too short a time for the process of aceli- 
mitization, as it was understood, to make 
any Impression on the hardiness of tropi- 
col trees, and this dream has pot come 
true. 

Tova botanist, however, the Jardin de 
Achimatacion of Orotaya is. full. of fascl- 
nating plants which have been Teeaglit 
from all parts of the world, for it tepre- 
setite the sucersses of thousands of intro- 
ductions which the long Nfetimes of stich 
hatanists as Wildpret and others of its 
directors made possible, and although few 
of the plants introduced have Foul ther 
Way inte common tise in the tland, that 
1@ not the fault of the men whe have been 
in charge, huit.of the public, which dies 
realize that in this changing werk! one 
must look. forward to changes in the taste 
of the users of plant materials.

The most amazing tree in the garden 
a Orotava is Roxherpli's fig (ices rox 
frdia) fro the Himalayas. [1 is-not-at 


all a commie;rcial fig, but a wild tree from 


the tropical forests of Burma. Tt seers 
to be very seldom cultivated in botanic 
mindens anywhere It is a spreading: tree 
of immerse size, and its tronmk and large 
branches are literally covered with enor- 
miows figs—fies that are three inches in 
diameter before fertilization and thatawell 
up tu four inches afterward. 

This fertilization, by the way, is very 
curious, It 1 done by tanning a small 


stick into the interior of eneh frit, a 


process which appears te irritate the in- 
ternal flowers in the same wav that the 
fertilizing wasp. does in its native habitat. 

Two circumstances have fiven to this 
tree in the Orotava gardens a1 unusual 
intervst te me.
